With Mydon lopall guider, who his ropal Chariot dzivde, 

The ſhoulder of the foꝛeſayde king there Menelaus clibde. 

At Mydon mazde Antilochus a waightie ſtone did thzow, 

He cruſht his arme, conſtrayning him the bꝛidle to let go: 

Beſide this blow, he on his face gaue him a ſchochelade, 

Wherby he kel downe to the ground iflaine by his blade. 

He fel not ſtraight, the Palfreys did traple him vpon the mould, 
Antilochus til he them ſtapde, and led them where he would. 


Then Hector pꝛince by chance came by, right as the ded was done, 


Steing the god king thus diſtreſt to ware in heate begonne: 

And therewith al he cries ſo loude, that euery Tropan leapes 

That heard his vorte, and with god heart they follow him in heaps. 
The furious Mars, and ſtoute Bellone, on them the charge do take 

To martch befoze the Tropan bands, and dzeadful noiſe do make.

2 of 
And hap it did (it purpollp, oꝛ he rememb2ingnot) rs 
Diana chaſt was ſet at nonght,hir offering was fo: got,

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But in the end, the wicked (wine downe dead doth lye along, 
His ropall hand him felling downe, two nations great and ſtrong 
Do fo; the ſpoiles now growe to ſtrife : the Curersclaime it theirs, 
As both of dutp and deſert.

His louing wife Cleopatra, of beautie wondzous rate 
Accompanyed him, ſhe daughter was of Marpyſe Nimph ſo faire, 
Belovde, and wonne by Dherbus god, gainſt whom Idee hir make 
In ſoꝛrowe ſowlte and iealouſie) did dare the combate take, 
Vith bow in hand to cauſe him peelde his ſpoile, but all in vaine 
Vis foꝛce it would not fodge, whereby his wife he might regaine. 
His kinrcd and the mother chiefe did many a teare let fall 
Their woe to witneſle: newe they name and doe Alcion call 
The rauiſhte fem, But ſoꝛ to come bnto my purpoſe firſt, 
M-lcazerhe reſting ſtil. the enimies thep thꝛuſt 
Tlhen it they knewe vnto the ſault, the Towzes of Ca/iaon 
They batter, and at gates they thump, they put their fozces on 
To enter by all meanes they map, then ofthe wꝛetched towne 
Che chiefclt Lo:des (in danger great to be al beaten downe) 
Do thzong and pꝛap Meleagers helpe, but nothing could they do, 
Che Cleargie come, and unto him pzay foz their Paiſters to. p 
nd 
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And offer at his choiſe great part of all their gadly landes, 
His ſire Oneus hopes to ſpa de, and at his doꝛe he ſandcs, 
He himintreats vpon his kners to let his anger paſſe, 
And ſaue the Citie all fozlozne, his ſuite not heard, alas. 
With held vp bandes his mother doth the like, his bꝛethzen eake, 
And all his friends, pet liſt he not their wzetched woe to lozeake.

His people Hector lets not ſlape, the wiſe and graueſt ſozt
